SEAWEED A 
PART CAUSE? 


An aftermath of the Queensland sugar fire 
was a production of the same effect as that experi- 
enced in Altona. The molten sugar combined with 
decaying matter in the Townsville harbour to pro- 


duce hydrogen sulphide. 


As a result paint work was discoloured and 
blistered and silver tarnished. 


The decaying matter ap. 
‘parently needed. the burnt 
sugar acting on it to give the 
noxious effect. By inference 
something acted on our sea- 
weed to give a similar result. 
Decaying matter and seaweed 
apparently each played a part 


High concentration of hy- 
drogen sulphide is stated 
as a menace to health. 

Investigation should dis. 
close whether any industrial 
effluent has been an agent in 
Altona’s infestation, but what 
can be done about the sea- 
weed? 

We have the assurance that 
council employees are doing 
their utmost to remove the 
deposits. What can be done 
to prevent their recurrence? 


Certain questions call 
answers— 

Can anything be done to 
inhibit the growth of seaweed 
in its too adjacent sea bed? 

What is the effect on the 
weed of the adulterated house 
hold water entering the bay? 

What would be the ulti- 
mate effect of extensive 
groins in building up sand 
or sand and seaweed? 

A recent television broad. 
cast of bay beaches referred 
disparagingly to that of Al- 
tona, Its shallow waters and 
lack of currents made beach 
improvement difficult. The 
problem is not easy to solve. 
The solution may require the 
highest scientific or technical 
knowledge the State has 
available, but it is necessary.

SCHOOL GROUNDS A PROBLEM

A resolution sponsored by the Altona Shire 
Council was submitted by the Municipal Associa- 
tion of Victoria to a Cabinet sub-committee, presided 
over by the Premier, earlier this year.

At the moment 
the land is zoned general in- 
dustry under the Town Plan- 
ning Act. It would depend on 
the extent of the company’s 
activities as to whether the 
land would have to be 
zoned, 

Mr. Forsyth said his com. 
pany operated in Brisbane 
and had expanded greatly 
over the past few years. Fat 
for margarine processing was 
delivered to Melbourne in 56 
lb. cases and one of the com- 
pany’s first requirements at 
this site would be a store- 
house. 

They were Australia’s lar- 
gest firm, handling frozen 
chickens, about 400,000 per 
year involving about £1 million 
over the last three years. They 
had cold storage in Sydney, 
which had cost £86,000 and 
at the moment they hired 
cold storage in Melbourne. 

It was cheaper to rear the 
chickens in Brisbane as feed 
and other costs were lower. 
This of course involved dis_ 
tribution and cold storage in 
Sydney and Melbourne. He 
could not. say at this stage 
whether the company would 
ultimately rear chickens in 
this area and build a chicken 
abbattoir for slaughter. This 
would make it an obnoxious 
trade and would involve a 
fair amount of capital ex- 
pense. > 

Mr. Forsyth said his com- 
pany was of some standing 
with funds of £3,000,000. It’s 
5/- shares at the moment 
were worth 15/-. 

It employed about 600 
people in Brisbane. Cr. N. 
Hudson (Central) asked how 
many people would be em-

be re-zoned. 


Ployed in Laverton. Mr. For- 
syth replied that at the 
moment it was only planned 
to erect a storehouse and 
cold storage and about 26 
people would be employed. 
At the moment he could not 
foresee the future plans. 

The company had _ been 
offered the old Sayers 
premises at Brooklyn which 
had been used for a noxious 
trade until about 18 months 
ago. The company would pre- 
fer to crect new buildings, 
however, in Layerton although 
the Brooklyn site was nearer 
the city. The land would be 
much cheaper and il was pre. 


ferable to start with new 
buildings. 
Cr. L. Earl (South? asked 


if the trade was classed as 
noxious in Brisbane. Mr. For- 
syth said fat rendering was 
classed as noxious but the sys- 
tem in Brisbane appeared to 
be somewhat different to Mel- 
bourne. 

Cr. Earl said the Board of 
Works was not quite sure of 
the status of the company’s 
business and inquired if the 
council had a by-law cover- 
ing it. The shire secretary 
(Mr. N. Minns) said there 
was no by-law but it could 
come under the Health Act. 

Mr. Forsyth said the manu- 
facture of margarine and 
edible oi] was under the 
strictest supervision and was 
carried on in the same area 
as the rendering down plant 
and chicken abbattoir. 

The company had had to 
apply to the Brisbane coun- 
cil for a permit. One coun.

Blyth Street Welfare Centre 
and Kindergarten 


The first infant welfare centre was established by the Werribee Shire 
Council in the Homestead Building in Queen Street, in 1946, To the com- 
mittee then formed and its successors is due much of the credit for the

welfare centre and kindergarten in Blyth Street. 


Apart from a lapse prior to its reconstruction 
in 1950 the committee has functioned continuously. 


In the early days Mr. 


S. Sorell, Mrs. Ermery and 


Mrs. Patman were prominent. Later Mrs. Carruthers, 


4.P., Mrs. Mowlan, J.P., 


Mrs. Sturrock and Mrs. 


Henshall (nine years as treasurer) gave good service. 


The present committee in- 
cludes Mrs. Herbert (presi- 
dent), Mrs. Nette (secretary) 
and Mrs, Anson (treasurer). 

When in 1946 a Trudy King 
Centre was eStablished, the 
committee among other duties 
raised necessary incidental 
expenses, 

Later the committee became 
interested in the formation of 
a Kindergarten. There had 
been a play centre in the 
Baptist Church since 1945 and 
on its lapse the need was 
felt more. In 1952 a play 
centre was opened in the 
Church of England hall. This 
operated until the opening of 
the Blyth Street Kindergarten 
in 1958. The play centre was 
‘supported by local effort and 
about £2000 was obtained be- 
tween those years. 

The committee raised the 
sum of £1000 towards the new 
building. With this the wel. 
fare sisters flat was com- 
pletely furnished: and a suit- 
able contribution to the fur- 
nishing and equipment of the 
centre and kindergarden was 
made. 

The attractive buildings in 
kindergarten, welfare centre 
and accommodation for the 
welfare sister, were opened in 
March, 1958, Functionally 
designed for these purposes, 
they offer every facility for 
efficient service. 

Towards the expenses of the 
centre the council receives a 
subsidy of £600 per annum. 
The centre has been fortunate 
in its sisters. Sister Douglas 
is very well remembered for 
her work in Queen Street. 
Sister Hughes came until the 
new building and was suc. 
ceeded by Sister Pryce-Jones 
in February, 1962. 

Sister Pryce-Jones, Inspec- 
tor Maternal Pre.School In- 
fant Welfare Department of 
Health, found the Altona set- 
up so much in agreement 
with her ideals that she re- 
linquished her position to 
take the Altona Centre. The 
replacement of the cane 
baskets by more hygienic wire 
receptacles was at her sug- 


gestion. 
In the centre the babies 
are observed, weighed. 


measured and reported on. 
All conceivable advice that a 
mother might require is avail. 
able to her. There is a kit- 
chen where methods of food 
preparation can be demon- 
strated. Mothers attend the 
centre, generally by appoint. 
ment. Visitations are made 
when necessary. 

In 1961 three additional 
centres were opened. One 
in Somets Parade is under 
Sister Pryce_Jones, and the 
two in North Altona are 
controlled by Sister Hately. 
With two sisters and four 

centres Altona has received 
an adequate service, The time 
is not far distant when an 
additional sister will be re- 
quired. It is estimated that 
for every 200 births annually 
‘one sister is required. Al- 
tona’s present birth rate is 
welt above double that figure. 
By decision of the coun- 
ceil in February of this year 
the kindergarten is now en. 
tirely free. (Previously the 


parents had to pay a charge’ 


of 3/6 or 7/- weekly. Now 
with the Government cover- 
ing the salary of the direct- 
ress, the council subsidises 
the kindergartens, in the case 
of Blyth Street by up to £10 
per week to pay wages of 
assistants and expenses. 

Mrs. B. Chapman was the 
first. directress. Mrs. Spacek 
was appointed this year. Mrs. 
Benedierk has been thc as. 
sistant throughout. 

A parents roster functions 
well. Parents in turn carry 
out duties assisting the direc- 
tress. 


A kindergarten is in no 
sense @ school. Teaching is 
not an objective. Children 


may learn by association or 
example. The children are 
happily engaged in what to 
them are most important 
activities and the hidden con- 
trol is so effective that they 
never appear under restraint. 
There are 50 children at the 
kindergarten which at present 
has no waiting list. 

The kindergarten grounds 
are all that could be desired. 
There is the usual play equip- 
ment and as well various de_ 
sirable items, a baker's cart, 
a bowser, a boat, a motor 
car, &c. (all well maintained), 
most invitingly laid out for 
the children’s use. 

Perhaps the possibility of 
vandalism has prevented a 
more full development of the 
flower beds at the welfare 
centre. They and the lawn 
are capable of improvement. 

The transfer to a free kin- 
dergarten does not obviate the 
use of a strong committee. 
Funds outside the ambit of 
the council subsidy may still 
be required. The relief from 
the major finance responsi- 
bility should also enable the 
committee to concentrate on 
its main duty—administra- 
tion.
